not for moment approve the custom 
some old line educators who fling questionnaires 
into the waste basket; but protest against the 
abuse excellent pedagogical aid. 

THE USE THE MARGIN. There 
end admonitions directed teachers con- 
cerning our duty preparing our pupils for work. 
are reminded that life serious business, 
that its social, commercial, intellectual and even 
spiritual aspects has use for loafers; and 
are told that fail absolutely our duty edu- 
cators our children not learn from how 
work and how like work. 

And all that true. But high time that 
ome prophet arise and tell something else. 
high time that reminded likewise our 
duty teach our pupils the right leisure. 

Neither God nor nature intended work- 
ing all the time. Our Lord Himself invites 
come apart and rest little. rightly ordered 
life—in the cloister the world—there should 
generous margin leisure. The man who 
has undue number irons the fire, the

man who incessantly working 
against time, simply cannot 
educator, for cannot teach 
the most important lessons 
life the right leisure. 

Life average American 
city does not make for leisure. Indeed the ideal 
leisure held such slight regard that men 
often boast how busy they are. There always 
something doing. And our religious communities 
teachers this respect are very worldly indeed. 

One thing might well faced quite frankly. 
Nobody going send nice big package 
leisure Christmas present birthday gift. 
The sapient superiors who make our community 
and class regulations are not much concerned about 
our leisure-—except insofar they can fill for us. 

Securing one’s leisure like digesting one’s din- 
ner; something have for ourselves. 
The man who doesn’t know how secure his 
leisure wouldn’t know how profit 
were get otherwise. Managing our duties 
accomplishment; something altogether beyond 
the capacity either the lazy man the slave 
time table. 

Certainly something beyond the capacity 
our pupils. Often bring them badly that 
the poor dears are not able discriminate between 
leisure and idleness. Incidentally, can make that 
discrimination ourselves? 

Our schools, tell the world, exist the inter- 
ests complete living. Catholics especially 
lay stress well-rounded education; strive 
develop the whole man. Excellent ideals. But 
the whole man developed, the education well- 
rounded, the living complete without practical 
realization the uses leisure? 

Leisure crowns work. the graceful steeple 
the temple life, the pungent perfume the 
night-blooming jasmine, the velvety softness the 
peach. possess leisure is-to slave 
time. possess leisure not know the fin- 
est human rewards work. possess leisure 
atrophy goodly measure our powers. 
possess leisure remain lamentably incom- 
plete and unfinished. Nay, even make bold say, 
the face much current preaching the con- 
trary, that though work indeed makes the plasterer 
the architect, the lawyer the teacher, only 
the right use leisure that makes the man. 


Hence the dearth among real leaders and 
inspirers, men who can get away from routine 
and machine-made conceptions life and educa- 
tion, men who despise potted philosophy and 
canned culture and seek content truly vital 
things and vital aspects things. Reading, 


distinguished from studying, art that can 
learned only during leisure hours; and alas, how 
meager our quota reading men! 

show the young how secure leisure and 
how use leisure—there have essential part 
the work all schools—including normal 
schools. will mean more the life the high 
school student than the Punic wars quadratics, 
more the life the college student than syllo- 
gisms, more the life the prospective teacher 
than discourses “methodology.” goodly 
portion the art living. 


IT’S OFTEN LIKE THIS. Perplexing are the 
ways reformers! 

This happened the sedate city Memphis, 
Tennessee. Certain gentlemen the cloth, banded 
together under the protecting aegis the Protes- 
tant Pastors’ Association, set about improving their 
men. Among other things, they decided 
that the movies are bad, especially Sunday. 
seems that reasonably large and judicious pro- 
portion Memphians elected feast their souls 
Charlie Chaplin and old Tom Meighan pref- 
erence listening the Protestant pastors’ Sun- 
day evening eloquence; and Church attendance suf- 
fered materially. the Pastors’ Association con- 
trived have the motion picture theaters closed 
Sundays. 

Whether wise otherwise forbid people 
attend the movies Sunday does not concern 
here. undeniable that folks who spend 
couple Sunday hours communion with Gloria 
Swanson and Buster Keaton might easily some- 
thing better; also they might easily something 
worse. Denied the pleasures the silver screen, 
many the elder Memphians devote the day 
rest card games and gossip, and many the 
younger generation idling and conversation 
not always edifying. 

But that really beside the point. What would 
cause even the most aloof philosopher lift his 
eyebrows the fact that, after having put Sunday 
movies out the theaters, the devout pastors pro- 
ceeded put Sunday movies into the churches! 
some cases they have even taken over the 
theaters, forbidden legitimate producers, and 
have given movies there their own account. 
other words, bad form have Sunday movies 
Memphis unless the Protestant Pastors’ Asso- 
ciation running the show. plain straightaway 
movie show taboo; but “young people’s motion 
picture service” work Christian perfection.

LESSON FROM THE JUMPING BEAN. 
Many our readers have seen the Mexican jump- 
ing bean. When placed the sunlight, shop 
window elsewhere, the bean twists and turns 
and leaps and general gives evidence being 
alive. Science has ready and seemingly satisfac- 
tory explanation. This species bean contains 
living being, larva; and that larva jumps for the 
same reason that you would jump were 
shut bean, because wants get out. 

Recently the cultured city Santa Barbara, 
California, some tender hearted ladies protested 
against the action venders the bean. The 
venders, the better attract the attention pros- 
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pective purchasers, exhibited masses jumping 
beans the sunlight, and course the beans 
jumped like everything. But they jumped, the 
ladies said, because the hidden larva were pain; 
and put the poor little bean thus the sunlight 
was cruelty the inclosed larva. Investigation 
followed; and competent authority San Fran- 
cisco, whom this momentous case was submitted 
for adjudication, handed down verdict the ef- 
fect that place the jumping bean environ- 
ment which stimulates jump not act 
cruelty but rather act humanitarianism. For 
the jumping the bean the salvation the 
larva; the larva stretches and grows and eventually 
breaks through its prison walls. keep the bean 
from jumping force inactivity upon the larva, 
stunt its growth and bring about its decline 
and untimely death. 


The entire controversy has its ridiculous 
but are wise not allow those aspects blind 
the educational implications the jumping 
bean. our classrooms are human jumping beans 
—youthful minds that not take readily disci- 
pline, that distrust arbitrary authority, that mani- 
fest tendency toward the unusual and the eccen- 
tric. And the established conviction some 
otherwise excellent teachers that such minds should 
kept out the sunlight initiative and oppor- 
tunity, for the sunlight conduces jumping. The 
devotees good order any cost are ruthless 
their efforts inhibit all and sundry contortions 
the part the human jumping bean. 


They make mistake strikingly analagous that 
made the gentle ladies Santa Barbara; they 
overlook the fact that the jumping sign life, 
that activity, even unseasonable activity, means 
that the inclosed larva stretching and growing. 
And since fundamentally their business 
all their power make the larva stretch and 
grow—for that what educational institutions are 
for—they should supply much sunlight pos- 
sible the better facilitate the jumping process. 
Otherwise the human larva will curl and die. 


The lesson, venture add, applies others 

than teachers. should not altogether without 
interest administrators and educational officials 
generally. Some teachers are jumping beans, too; 
they are troublesome times, undoubtedly; but 
least they are alive; they may twist and kick and, 
the saying is, not stay put, but that because 
they are not quite strangled red tape, manacled 
precedent, flattened out the weight tra- 
dition, mummified pedagogical routine. Profes- 
sionally physically there squirming period; 
and the longer lasts and the more pronounced 
the squirming, the finer and better will the ulti- 
mate life the imprisoned larva. 
Some may recall instances educational jump- 
ing beans who have since achieved power and distinc- 
tion. There this country today prominent edu- 
cator, leader men and shaper policies, who 
his larva days was quite the most eccentric little jump- 
ing bean has been our good fortune know. 
caused his good superiors many anxious moments and 
contributed vastly the delectation his confreres; 
but due time came forth strong and buoyant and 
soared the seats the mighty. And now there 
only one danger lurking his path. Let charitably 
and devoutly pray that may not forget his past 
strive for conscience’s sake, keep other jumping. beans 
from jumping.

This matter taste, 
preference, personal 
Brother Leo, The most sen- 

sible procedure for the 
teacher know all the twelve poems, select 
those which appeal him the most, and then 
analyze and formulate the reasons for their appeal. 
Assuming that time limitations permit teach 
six the twelve Idylls, should venture con- 
centrate the following: 

“The Coming Arthur.” 

“Gareth and Lynette.” 

“Lancelot and Elaine.” 

“The Holy Grail.” 

“The Last Tournament.” 

“The Passing Arthur.” 

Several the other Idylls eliminate with re- 
gret. For instance, there rich imagery and pro- 
found psychology and much Tennysonian dexterity 
“Merlin and Vivien,” say nothing wealth 
symbolism fruitful its present day applica- 
tions; but the due appreciation this particular 
poem demands maturity and sophistication 
which the average high school pupil does not pos- 
sess. Our selection based mainly the fact that 
the poems chosen possess the following character- 
istics: 

subject they are intrinsically interesting. 

They are reasonably within the range the 
students’ comprehension. 

They are especially susceptible direct and 
fruitful application life. 

They convey fairly approximate notion 
the scope the Idylls whole. They are not 
more “scrappy selections.” 

They contain the finest poetry found 
the entire group twelve poems. 

They represent adequately the author’s out- 
look life and his most distinctive stylistic qual- 

They form the most facile approaches 
understanding vanished age the world’s his- 
tory. 

They are the Idylls that most successfully 
embody the spirit Catholicism and the Christian 
philosophy life. 

general, and because the reasons just set 
down, they constitute the best material for class 
teaching. 


The First Period. means questions, com- 
ments, anecdotes, historical references 
rial illustrations, the teacher should arouse the in- 
terest the class the mediaeval conception 
chivalry and religion. must made clear that 
the institution knighthood was not unsuccess- 
ful attempt co-relate Catholicism with life, 
Christianize and civilize rude and semi-barbarous 
men, sublimate and sanctify crude human pas- 
sions. Then let the teacher read—or, better, recite 
few favorite passages from the Idylls, passages 
which will stimulate the curiosity the pupils and 
bring them the conviction that the study Ten- 
nyson’s epic promises pleasurable task. And 
something might profitably said concerning the 
life the poet, his method composition and the 
prominent role filled English thought during 
most his life time. 

Later Assignments. Each Idyll should first 
studied whole. The students are directed 
read rapidly out class, the period taken 
with questions and comments and explanations 
elicited the difficulties the students have encoun- 
tered their reading, and the composition work 
should deal- with their general impressions. 
subsequent assignments the structure each Idyll 
should analyzed, characterization and motivation 
discussed, setting appreciated, religious, historical, 
philological references and allusions traced. And, 
course and especially, the poem should studied 
and evaluated poetry; selections long and short 
studied effort realize the poetic delight and 
reconstruct the poetic mood. Then comes the vital 
application, the relation the poem human life 
general and the life the particular student. 
Comparisons must likewise established with 
other poems. For instance, what worth, the pupils 
might asked, attaches the following criti- 
cisms: 

“The grandest and most fully representative fig- 
ure all Victorian literature Alfred Tennyson.” 
—Dean Inge. 

“To say that ‘The Idylls the King’ falls into 
line with ‘The Faerie Queene’ and ‘Paradise Lost’ 
fatuous criticism was ever grinned de- 
risively the comic Savage. 

Tennyson “had both style and manner: mas- 
terly style, magical style, too dainty manner, 
nearly trick; noble landscape ahd figures 
something ready-made.”—Alice Meynell. 

“The conspicuous and surpassing quality Ten- 
nyson was his dainty felicity phrase, his faultless 
chiselling, and his 
Frederic Harrison.

But with the under- 
current meaning the process different, because 
here mainly intellectual and only part 
emotional appeal. And the process whereby 
intellectually apprehend the 
meaning designated the vague name sym- 
bolism. 

The symbolism “The Idylls the King” 
less intricate than that “The Faerie Queene” and 
almost simplicity itself comparison with the 
symbolism the “Divina Commedia”; yet high 
school students—especially, likely, they have 
not been taught poetry properly the grades— 
will find enough the beginning their 
course. The best thing for the teacher 
propound list questions bearing upon the 
poem’s undercurrent meaning, the answers 
which will show how that undercurrent con- 
veyed allegory. few such questions quote 
from Dr. Conde Pallen’s little book, “The Mean- 
ing the Idylls the King,” (American Book 
Company) excellent and even authorized in- 
terpretation the Tennysonian epic: 

“Who Arthur, who, though wounded, cannot 
die; whose coming and whose passing are mys- 
tery beyond the ken men, since ‘from the great 
deep the great deep goes’? Who Merlin, the 
sage, and, above all, the Lady the Lake, who 
dwells the bases the hills? Who the three 
Fair Queens, destined help Arthur his need? 
What Excalibur, the mystic weapon given Ar- 
thur the Lady the Lake the installation 
the Round Table, returned her his pass- 
ing? What the mysic city Camelot. 
(page 10.) 

One point concerning symbolism may neces- 
sary stress here. There infallibility about 
any theory interpretation whatever. Dr. Pallen 
offers stimulating and well reasoned one, but 
sure would vigorously protest against its be- 
ing assumed the only correct interpretation. 
get out poem pretty much what put into it, 
and our symbolic study “The Idylls the King” 
will naturally and desirably colored our own 
experience living and our own philosophy life. 
this regard the teacher must catholic well 
Catholic. not needful that the pupils’ inter- 
pretations agree all points with each others’ 
with the teacher’s. Yet one principle making for 


not for uniformity, for consistency not for 
identity, well set forth Dr. Pallen:

felt every field thought. organization, 
that has been accused its enemies every pos- 
sible crime—omissable well commissable, run- 
ning the whole gamut from infanticide bogus 
oaths and mental reservations. But the strange 
thing about the Catholic School System is, not that 
“monster such frightful mein” trailing be- 
hind catalogue crimes, some which, even 
Pluto himself would scarcely recognize that the

may more than few, that there may several.

Deplorable the fact may be, all realize that 
each recurring September, thousands our Cath- 
olic youth leave their homes turn their footsteps 
towards the welcoming portals secular seats 
learning. study these thousands would un- 
doubtedly present gratifying results the majority 
cases; but—and “there’s the about 
the minority? are all agreed that our gradu- 
ates should steer clear non-Catholic institutions. 
Emphatically they should but unfortunately they 
not and safe say will not long 
certain impossible brand Catholicity remains 
with us. Our responsibility towards our pupils is, 
therefore, all the greater; namely, the responsibility 
superior training for all our boys and girls with 
the added responsibility preparing the thousands, 
who leave us, the best way can breast the 
quicksands that necessarily lie wait for them. 

And now nine-lived charged. Many the 
readers the Catholic School Journal, all them 
perhaps, have one time another heard read 
that the children educated our schools, when 
transplanted alien soil, are found compare 
unfavorably with their fellows; that they suffer 
from from excessive timidity some 
other “ity” best difficult understand. plain 
language are told that they “just sit back” 
allow themselves brushed aside; tram- 
pled with impunity the wearers hob- 
nailed boots. charge this! 
may, consider all its seriousness, jolt 
considerably, like Ford country road, and 
make sit find out where are and why 
are getting many ugly bumps. 

Are then not training our young people 
self-reliance? Are not educating them think? 
—admittedly difficult task these, our days. Are 
not developing them strength, determination, 
clearheadedness, ability and readiness will 
play real part life and play with intelli- 
gence? Are we—rather are not? almost 
forgot this was not examination conscience. 
However, let candid and admit that the 
meagre returns from our hard, unselfish labors, 
Fellow-Teachers, not measure up. charge 
incompetency our educational machine, any 
shape form persistently “put” destructive 
all patience—let and investigate. 

our pupils actually suffer from comparison, 
are told they do, there must cause. 
there cause, what and where Does the 
fault lie with us? does then does the rem- 
edy. the fault not ours then neither the 
blame. Who will dare assert that our Catholic 
children are not just brainy any the world? 
And are willing admit that they are not just 
well taught? there lack the manner 
specified above safe say that the causes are 
not those generally brought forward unfriendly 
critics—scholastic inefficiency the part teach- 
ers and all around lack something, they never 
designate just what. 
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The Catholic School Organization through and 
through homogeneous institution and this homo- 
geneity creates within our schools “homey” at- 
mosphere which calls for deference, thoughtfulness, 
gentleness—characteristics always true home. 
The most natural thing the world that children 
growing surrounded these influences, will 
strange lands appear and reality less obtrusive 
and more reticent than children from other schools 
where all classes associate. But—and here lies 
vital point—this condition properly directed, in- 
stead militating against success, should rather 
asset its favor. there not proper hand- 
ling, proper guidance, may not find here cause 
for any lack, real apparent, the pupils who 
leave wander foreign lands? Gentleness 
with its kindred gifts are things all admire, but 
gentleness very often degenerates into apathy and 
inertia, both which are not only objectionable but 
actually condemnatory. dead thing useless 
thing. Extremes whatever direction are always 
less bad than good. not necessary, however, 
that our students loud, noisy talkers, reactionary 
and overfond argument. The safest place for 
argumentation the rhetoric text and study 
this particular form discourse commended 
the process education, but exceedingly 
doubtful whether the facility argue is, its en- 
tirety, thing proud of. Most argue too 
much for the comfort the rest and few, very 
few ever thing enough. Silence always 
eloquent—the right kind silence. 

For the sake getting somewhere, let sup- 
pose that the “young whom have 
trained tried train, reality become self- 
effasive when they enter the rank and file secular 
schooldom, what are going about it? 
they become—what shall say—pugnaciously— 
yes, pugnaciously inoperative, how shall remedy 
it, you and Certainly, want our young people 
self-reseptcing and respect others.: want 
them slow criticise, upright and toler- 
ant degree. But want them “just sit 
back” and nobodies? Rather, not want 
them “Somebody”, the bigger the body the 
better? Surely, must possible for train 
them, all who are trainable that their presence 
any given time should mean something more than 
mere physical decoration; that they are the custo- 
dians great heritage—Catholic principle, Cath- 
olic honor. The bearers such trust should 
stand squarely behind their convictions; they have 
nothing fear from the truth—they should ever 

silently eloquent vocally impressive. 

The writer recalls with twinge pain, perhaps, 
remark once offered university professor 
the course conversation relative “typey” 
pupils. said that could always tell the stu- 
his classes “who come from your schools, 


because they are rule respectful, not explosive

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The teacher, the class room normally com- 
mands respect, owing the academic prestige in- 
cidental the profession. This particularly true 
our schools where, before stated, deference 
the order the day. But respect for the professor’s 
chair is, surely, not compatible with difference 
opinion the part the student’s bench, espe- 
cially when the bench may have greater amount 
rectitude its side than the Chair. Here 
another place where the erstwhile Catholic student 
may flounder—he forgets differentiate between 
the chairs; that yesterday, whose one object was 
the salvation his soul and the one today which 
cares not whit. Adaptation one’s surroundings 
imperative, since the first requisite, not only 
for happiness but for success well.. The college 
rostrum is, sad say, liable abuse: instead 
being what supposed and course what 
very often is, spring wisdom pure and unde- 
filed, very often becomes clearing house for 
strange species half-digested theory—nascent 
truths “they” call them—and principles wholly 
partly false. wonder that the ideals OUR 
young people often die from exposure; that their 
faith ruthlessly pulled the roots; that the 
influences home life cease function, when they 
hear the things they learned from father and 
mother dubbed moth-eaten relics old-fash- 
readers insert here average example the 
things our children meet.

Unquestionably, however, the mas- 
ter-spirit who has written his life-blood into the 
pages good book has treasured his life unto 
earthly immortality. Hence the well-loved mas- 
ter-lyrist Latin poetry could very truly say 
himself “Exegi monumentum aere perennius.” 
not much the building the monument, how- 
ever, that merits praise, the monument itself 
imperishable bronze, kinglier than Egyptian pyra- 
mids, undimmed through the reaching and lashings 
time. all writers, the poet comes nearest 
making imperishable testimony out perishable 
things. “Non Omnis moriar,” prophetic him who 
voiced it, has been verified all great poets the 
ages. 

was not desire for monumental glory, however, 
any thought perpetuating himself that quick- 
ened the “Ales Maeonii carminis.” Content would 
could sing the thing that was his heart 
the praise his beloved land. Homer would 
the medium through which Greece might sing her 
song the ages. Therefore hides himself that 
intrusion may not place upon the poem limitations 
the time place. Such modest reserve and 
reticence naturally hard understanding 
age that employs all the emblazonry color and 
design, all the devices trumpetry keep its lit- 
erary wares before the public, age that always 
puts the praktikon before the kalon, age which 
regards the creating beautiful thing for its own 
sake the part weaver dreams, idealist, 
readily conceded the Iliad the Odyssey will 
never rank Real art unobtrusive 
and does not appeal the uncultured mob. She 
never garbs herself the garish colors the day, 
yet seems stand out greater because her lone- 
liness. 

But what Homer, the man? Tradition recounts 
that seven cities claimed his birthplace, and 
that once spoke himself the blind man 
Shios—a short biography indeed this for man 
such distinction. true that Homer was 
blind, what other instance has sightlessness ever 
been such reproach seeing? was the 
blessed inner vision that sighted the changeless 
the shifting accidents change, and was 
content with blindness long Troy might stand 
his vision. consequence such conse- 
cration ideal that immortal Troy was not 
merely born, but continues reborn through the 
succeeding centuries. Hence the old Roman school- 
master wrote him, “Hic enim quemadmodum 
oceano dicit ipse amnium fontiumque cursus initium 
capere, omnibus eloquentiae partibus exemplum 
ortum dedit.” many other literary masters, 
Keats, the discovery Homer has been 
planet the watcher the skies, Pacific the 
explorer, and him they have owed the inspira- 
tion their best production. 


Still poet might have all this wealth inner 
vision, all this devotion the ideal, and yet not 
Homer. What Homer? first thought, the 
question seems large the world and 
impossible compression within the limits 
paragraph, for surely world books has 
grown about him. quite true also 
that those who have attempted interpret him 
the world have invariably incurred the criti- 
cism: “What you say true, but not Homer.” 
“That poet all gold, universal human- 
ity, simple childhood, musical now the flow 
his own rivers, now the plunging wave his 
own ocean,” pleasing. But the definition, instead 
setting limits, seems break off eternal spaces 
where all that transitory and material lost 
the things the spirit. unwilling acknowl- 
edge chagrin the matter, insist that Homer 
Homer, and that all there it. There is, 
and for that matter, there can be, but one such. 


Between you who have read and reread the 
Odyssey, and the poet, there bond estab- 
lished having something akin the sacredness 
religion. There reverence the touch you 
take lay down the volume. You feel yourself 
one long line torch-bearers passing 
Homer’s “winged words”, that others, 
yourself, they may afford escape from the prison 
the present, from the daily round things, into 
world enlarged and redeemed seem quite 
free. the poet never diverts attention from 
his message himself, you know and feel all the 
while that there. His genial presence lights 
every page, and the warm blood human 
heart animates every episode. There atmosphere 
and theer abiding soul. much verve 
and naturalness involves his presence matter 
course. You feel that any drawing aside the 
veil words would evoke, spontaneously, the 
I-told-you-so confirmation. 

Once admitted into his great free world, you im- 
agine yourself out with nature having for guide one 
practiced ways. “And ere the morning 
came, the earth was gray with morn 
robes shed her light o’er all the earth”. 
Soon the mists clear. Unconsciously you drink 
deep draughtes the early liquid freshness, till 
your blood tingles with the wine life. You linger 
along “the pleasant banks through which the eddy- 
ing Xanthus runs, that river sprung from deathless 
Jove”. Your ear held the sound far- 
off waters, possibly the trickling some rill the 
“many-seamed Ida”. Now picture “chanes 
athwart the sky hurrying homeward flight” that 
detains you. Again, you are the ocean side, 
where surge surge pushes along the resounding 
shore before the west-wind, first one wave uplifts 
itself and against the land dashes and roars, and 
round the headlong peaks, tosses high and 
spouts its spray afar.” Or, turn the road, 
retreating dismay”. And then night comes down,

Milwaukee was listed increasing 
its expenditures the five-year pe- 
riod 104 per cent. for operation and 
124 per cent. for improvement, Wash- 
ington per cent, and 223 per cent., 
Newark (N. J.) 104 and 207, Cincin- 
nati 100 and 125, Minneapolis and 
655, Kansas City 131 and 882, Indian- 
apolic 149 and 873, Seattle 103 and 169, 
Rochester (N. Y.) 194 and 947, and 
Jersey City and per cent.

The Intrinsic Value the Dictionary. 


“Words are solemn things,” says Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. enrich the individual’s spoken and 
written language; train him correct pronuncia- 
tion; help him write words correctly from 
memory aid him understand the meanings 
words, the purpose “word study”. For this 
end, book greater value than the dictionary, 
since its ideal helpfulness. 

The dictionary vast collection condensed 
compositions, each telling all that the average per- 
son needs know about word :—how spelled, 
pronounced, and what its meanings are. tells the 
life-story word:—its derivation, its original 
meaning; for many words change meaning from 
age age just person’s character, during his 
lifetime. Quotations containing the word properly 
used, often accompany the definition. These quo- 
tations are second only the definition themselves. 

The dictionary cautious accepting newly- 
coined words, and careful about admitting colloquial 
loose expressions, those that dwell the out- 
skirts respectabillty, unfit appear good so- 
ciety. For correct spelling and pronunciation, the 
dictionary authority for class instruction 
for one’s own personal guidance. also gives, 
the most easily accessible form, whatever needed 
reader héarer understand best the con- 
text which word phrase occurs. The usual 
pictorial illustrations animals, coats arms, 
coins, and flags many nations, examples archi- 
tecture, etc., found this book, will make clearer 
the concept. 

When things are discovered invented, they 
must named. How many terms associated with 
steam and electricity were unknown century ago! 
Not all these, however, find their way into the dic- 
tionary. They must first tried, passed from 
mouth mouth for time, experimented with, till 
reasonably sure that they are really necessary. 

The dictionary might called great law book. 
Ours free country, but are not free 
please. Words are free, but when misuse 
them, become law-breakers. One has more 
right abuse misuse his country’s language 
than has destroy his neighbor’s property. 
The dictionary, (stern book), lays down laws re- 
garding spelling, pronunciation and meansings, 
which word-respecting people obey. 

The author any dictionary not necessarily 
the arbiter pronunciation; for example, the pro- 
nunciation English, like that all other living 
languages, varies. exposed the caprices 
fashion and taste. 

Necessity for the Use the Dictionary.

The undertaking difficult, but well 
worth while. Although large vocabulary may 
not required for the work have do, fully 
mastered vocabulary is. The study vocabulary 
comprises the search for words and the explanation 
them; then the construction sentences 
which these words are employed. 

Mistakes speech are costly; they often entail 
delays and misunderstandings. should have, 
too, little laudable pride. Solecisms are the badge 
illiteracy. 

our pupils not need some intelligent direction 
and instruction the contents and proper use 
the dictionary? Generally speaking, the young 
folk are supposed naturally endowed with the 
knowledge necessary getting the full benefit 
this useful book—a knowledge which one likely 
find lacking, even among pupils more than 
average intelligence. 

The study coins stamps not useless one, 
but words are even more interesting than coins 
stamps, than pictures postals, and are better 
worth studying. 

Its Value Discipline. 

The “dictionary habit” will mean much the 
pupil. will help him acquire the knowledge 
the relation the meanings words and 
names each other, and thus will enable him 
understand the exact significance 
erature. This “dictionary habit” calls for the exer- 
cise many intellectual faculties. invalu- 
able accomplishment, second only the power for 


study and self-reliance. The pupil’s 


attitude mind will that discoverer, rather 
than one passive receptivity. This form teach- 
ing known the heuristic (ain’t got Greek) 
method. 

Does any teacher recall the oft-repeated state- 
ment from confused pupils, know but can’t 
say it’? Remember the maxim, 
without neurosis”. “No impression without 
correlated expression.” the acquisition the 
educational material afforded, the “multiple sense 
appeal” should made use especially spelling. 
The child should see the word, pronounce it, sylla- 
bicate it, write the air, spell with syllables 
orally, and write the blackboard paper. 
this way, appeal made (a) the visual 
sense; (b) the muscular sense; (c) the auditory 
sense; (d) the kinaesthetic sense. Thus through 
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the “law association” and this “multiple 


appeal” formed complete concept. all grades 


desirable that the teacher should evoke the. 


child the use many senses possible. The 
law back this principle is:—Each 
sense makes its own mental appeal, and linking 
these one general concept, the impression 
deepened and spread over larger mental area, thus 
increasing the possibility response stimu- 
lating cue, and through the “law association” 
facilitating the readiness recall. 

The present day theory education advances 
the opinion that the greater the number sense 
impressions brought bear subject the more 
thorough will that subject retained conscious- 
ness. 

Nowhere are these educational principles per- 
fectly embodied Our Savior’s method teach- 
ing and the organic teaching the Church. The 
Divine Model of-all teachers illustrates His truths 
constant appeal the imagery which filled the 
senses His followers. was Who said, “The 
letter killeth, the spirit that giveth life.” So, 
too, His Church. What more forcible appeal con 
made the senses than that which she makes 
her ceremonial, the administration the Sacra- 
ments, the adornment her temples, every 
prescription her ritual? 


When and How Use the Dictionary. 


The first requisite teaching the use the dic- 
tionary, exact knowledge elementary 
sounds, and study the key found the bottom 
each page.

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CHANGED CONCEPTIONS THE SYSTEM MARK- 
ING WRITTEN EXAMINATIONS 


Experience the educational field has proved, 
possibly, all who have labored earnestly therein, 
that the first step scientific procedure consists 
forming clear concept, just what one 
trying do, for results are outcome, the 
ideal must kept constantly mind order that 
its light may illumine every step the process. 

Results from final examinations have shown that 
the markings were not good guide promotion, 
because the variety judgments which had not 
been specially trained recognize the different 
values questions, and often these were poor not 
even embracing the minimum essentials 

Throughout the whole history education 
this country, every teacher has been norm unto 
himself measuring results his own work the 
class-room. has done this markings given 
written tests. 

Present-day educators have not been satisfied 
with results obtained, and have devised plan 
for testing the judgment teachers simple 
thing the much-quoted problem plane geom- 
etry which seemingly would not allow much di- 
vergence opinion. Results showed very great 
variety markings,—all because 
norm was not used This only one many in- 
stances, and proves clearly that teachers need 
guide for the exercise the judgment evalu- 
ating written tests. the following article one can 
gain some idea the value educational measure- 
ments according standardized norm, when 
actually applied the working system. 

the June, 1922, number The Ohio Teacher, 
there appeared article the “Reclassification 
Children the Basis Intelligence and Achieve- 
ment Tests the Port Clinton Schools Ohio,” 
Myers, Superintendent said schools. 
claimed that all educators are long theory 
and short practice and result such weak- 
nesses while they understood fully the theoretical 
aspects retardation and reclassification, failed 
absolutely apply this knowledge the workings 
their own schools. 

October, 1920, the teachers and principals 
the Port Clinton schools assisted some outside 
educators attempted survey certain conditions 
said schools. The first thing attempted was 
age-grade study. The results briefly stated were 
50% the children were retarded one year more, 
48% were normal, and were accelerated. These 
conditions revealed one two things,—either there 
was very low rate intelligence among these 
children, they were very poorly classified. 


The examiners agreed use the intelligence 
tests and results revealed that the first grade 
was fourth grade, .925; and the eleventh grade, 
.095; while all the rest the grades were least 
standard, the schools averaging 1.01 

Then the Achievement Tests were given; arith- 
metic both Monroe and Courtis Tests were used; 
silent reading, Monroe’s Test; language Tra- 
ben’s Test; vocabulary, Holly’s Test; punc- 


tuation, Starch’s Test; history (American) Har- 
lan’s Test. 

The Port Clinton teachers were unanimous 
their belief that mid-year promotion was the best 
remedy for existing conditions, and went into 
effect. course the grades now required two 
teachers. After the remedy had time cure the 
weakness, another age-grade test revealed 49% 
retarded and accelerated. 

The following advantages will result from the 
mid-year promotions. Exceptionally bright chil- 
dren will move along more rapidly, and children 
who fail will not greatly retarded, they 
will have repeat only the last half year work. 
Would that all our Catholic schools were able 
afford two teachers for every grade give 
mid-year promotion the proper emphasis! 


Educators claim that the practical benefits de- 
rived from the use standardized scales and tests 
may easily seen one who has not fixed atti- 
tude mind. (1) They are valuable check 
examinations for purposes reclassification 
promotion they indicate sufficient amount 
intelligence for undertaking the next step the 
orde rof the curriculum. (2) They are positive 
help state supervisors, superintendents and prin- 
cipals these tests show the results least 
the’ minimum essentials sufficiently objective 
form, that they can fully understood any 
one who has simple working knowledge the 
tests. (3) They give results the teacher such 
way that knows just how his results compare 
with established standards which will turn show 
him just how effective are the methods and de- 
vices using. might add fourth benefit,— 
the pupil. These tests clearly define the goal 
towards which tending. His past record 
stands before him something definite try 
surpass, while the standard his grade stands 
constant measure his place class. the child 
normal his pursuit knowledge, will put 
forward his best efforts for place honor among 
his fellow-pupils. 


However and tests have their limita- 
tions and the teaching profession has been very 
slow appreciate and respond these needs, but 
they are gaining little each year and the future 
surely will find very important place our school 
system.

With these pedagogical reasons 
for scheme, set work with the facts concerning 
the correct uses nouns ,pronouns, verbs, adjectives, and 
prepositions. sorted the principles grammar related 
these parts speech and culled for the most part those 
which are functional value, since well knew that 
merely memorizing the rules grammar does not mean 
language power, and that language power can devel- 
oped only mastering that body principles which are 
practical value governing the correct use the 
language.

When pass the uses nouns, find that 
English the construction this part speech makes 
difference its form except the genitive and that that 
brings with many troubles mastering the use the 
apostrophe. know when noun used independently 
appositive will help punctuating sentences 
containing these constructions. 

Knowledge the plurals nouns plays important 
part their correct spelling. 

When came time plan for the game “Pronouns” 
was done much the same manner. Search was made 
for functional values, and these were emphasized. 

With the “verbs”, the “fifteen verb demons” found 
the Boise investigation cause more than per cent 
all verb errors were used for the fifteen different books, 
and attention was drawn their tense forms and the 
meaning these tenses.

There nothing which children more readily re- 
spond than the teachings which plead behalf their 
pets. They are with you once sympathy with the 
creatures that cannot speak for themselves. They under- 
stand intuitively that which weaker and more helpless 
than they are. Moreover, there other way de- 
veloping children those unselfish feelings that act pro- 
tectively towards things weaker than themselves—except 
the way kindness dumb creatures. Children are 
over-developed the feelings that expect kindness and 
consideration from others, the whole trend their lives 
from infancy and throughout childhood developed these 
tendencies.

Conservative champions better speech are settled 
the conviction that what steadfastness the 
part its friends rather than spasmodic and spectacular 
activity. large extent one’s manner speech 
habit, not easily altered when once acquired. 
considerable degree influenced fashion. The aver- 
age member the human race solicitious not appear 
singular, and for that reason will cultivate whatever man- 
ner speech current, especially youth. The ideal 
place which begin the movement for better speech 
would the homes the people. Yet instances are not 
wanting which children households where good Eng- 
lish the rule have gone public school college and 
picked slang. 

during their years devoted formal study Americans 
were accustomed hear nothing but correct speech the 
majority rarely would depart from later 
structors have duty this respect which not all them 
recognize and accept. The careful teacher will form 
the habit self-criticism for flaws language, and 
this means guard against the adoption solecisms sure 
persisted mislead the young. 

Doubtless many mispronunciations and other errors or- 
iginate the disposition among students shirk looking 
the dictionary every unfamiliar word encountered 
reading. Jumping pronunciations often leads 
laughable which those who make them re- 
main unconscious for years, and the eventual discovery 
which may entail painful mortification. was 
schoolboy, asked spell “giraffe”, who assured his teach- 
was word never had heard. Finally inquired 
for the number the page which occurred, and, 
sudden burst illumination, exclaimed, the astonish- 
ment and delight his thoughtless fellows: “Oh, ji-ra- 
fee!” the accent pronounced the word being the 
last two letters, which treated separate syllable. 
Among school teachers there are many who invariably 
stress the first syllable “address”. But needless 
multiply examples. The prevalence error, even 
among school teachers, everyone will admit. prob- 
able that the modern practice “silent reading” has con- 
tributed the acquisition mispronunciations many 
who get the sense what they peruse but neglect take 
pains master unfamiliar words they along. 

Teachers should spare pains set safe example 
their pupils every word they venture pronounce, 
and should challenge the first suitable opportunity 
every linguistic solecism that occurs the classroom. 

for slang, should rebuked whenever and wher- 
ever shows its head. Yet there must discretion even 
regard slang. The diagnosis must authentic. 
Often happens that what hasty critics condemn ad- 
missible English—figurative and original, may be, but 
not that account the less regarded with compla- 
cency those who realize the advantage growth 
language and comprehend the processes which vocab- 
ularies expand. 

There was time when the word “mob” was denounced 
slang, and the man who first use the word “starvation” 
speech the British Parliament was nicknamed 
“Starvation” Dundas. But the words proved their useful- 
ness, and not those who employed them but those who 
ridiculed them were ridiculous. 


One reason for resort slang inability think 
the legitimate word conveying the idea sought ex- 
pressed. When Latin was commonly taught, the average 
pupil secured its means better acquaintance with 
English. good plan might institute frequent drills 
Latin roots and pay more attention the subject 
English etymology general than usual the 
present time. 

Not only the schools but the American Federated Wom- 
en’s Clubs are interested the reform popular speech, 
and contemplate the direction attention the subject 
drive. would invidious role play the 
part the croaker. harm will come such drives 
they are conducted simply means end, and the 
end kept view after the drives are over. The elimi- 
nation slang and the improvement everyday speech 
are objects that all friends education approve.

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DRAWING OUTLINES FOR THE EIGHT GRADES. 
Complete Detailed Course 
Mary Partridge. 
Sixth Paper. 
Grade 


Materials needed: Red cover paper, white water-color 
paper, scissors, pencils, water color paints (or crayola) 
colored engine-paper, paste. 

Lesson Using any scraps paper that may con- 
venient, fold lengthwise and draw half heart with its 
center along the fold. With scissors cut the complete 
heart following the outline and cutting through the 
folded paper. These hearts should not less than four 
inches from pto bottom. Have the class make num- 
ber these hearts and then let each child select his best 
effort and write his name upon it. Collect these and ex- 
hibit them the class. Criticize those too long, too short, 
too thick, and too thin. Tell the children they may keep 
the rest the papers, and practice home. 

Lesson Repeat Lesson admonishing the class 
their very best, make the prettiest shapes they can, 
and cut them out carefully possible. Have the 
children cut out these patterns without any preliminary 
drawing. Have the best efforts retained use models. 
Have number smaller hearts cut and retained also.

Lesson The red cover paper should cut one-fourth 
inch larger, all around, than the two heart-shaped 
pieces card board, and piece red cover paper cut 
one-fourth inch larger all around than the larger tag board 
heart. The two heart-shaped pieces red paper should 
clipped all around for pasting and then pasted down 
the cardboard hearts the pasting flaps. 

Lesson The red strip cover paper should 
clipped all along either edge for pasting flaps and the 
flaps all bent inward. The flaps are next pasted 
down top the unfinished side one cardboard heart, 
the tagboard stiffening set within and the remaining 
flaps pasted the tag board inside, thus forming the out- 
side the cover for the box. This lid must lined 
with white engine paper cut strip wide enough cut 
flaps paste down the inside the cover, which flaps 
and unfinished cover must closed over with heart- 
shaped piece engine paper, cut from the same pattern 
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the cardboard top, but with little edge trimmed off 
all around.

“Rhythm the periodic ausility motion, that 
say, wherever there motion which there 
recurrence design, there rhythm.” Now 
music the art which consists rhythmic motion 
combined with tone, and therefore see what 
rhythm music is, must observe the ways 
which recurrence motion may take place. This 
may happen balance phrases and sections, 
the rise and fall melody, motion and 
from central point called the key-centre. 
rhythm corresponding phrases owes its origin 
the fact, that natural for mankind group 
sounds into small sections, and group sections 
into larger divisions. Without such grouping, there 
could art music have it, for there 
could design recurrence. And get 
groupings beats making bars, and grouping 
accents making phrases. The number accents 
each phrase not fixed thing. The easiest phrase 
understand the one that has four strong 
accents. The length phrase depends upon the 
effect produced. The grouping large 
number accents might make the effect unintel- 
ligible, but long the music can compre- 
hended, number accents matters little. 


Again, rhythm appears music rise and fall 
melody. This rise and fall never exact, but 
used with variety. The rhythmic nature this 
effect evident, for the design shows itself through- 
out. Many the most beautiful melodies the 
great composers, owe their effect the subtle use 
this rise and fall. such cases there not 
much time variety, for the essential feature not 
one time, but rhythmic movement and 
down. Hence get new feature melody, pro- 
ducing quite new effects. Finally, the rhythmic 
principle appears music the motion and 
from central point called the key-centre. key- 
centre the principle point repose, formed 
the insistence tone, accented beat, and 
the approach the tone from below semi- 
tone. find that the principle key-centre, 
and from which motion made, was strongly in- 
sisted upon the composers whom owe our 
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types form. feeling key-centre essen- 
tial, otherwise there can sense rest fi- 
nality the conclusion work. The rhythmic 
principle motion and from key-centre ab- 
solutely essential the art music. 


The supreme interest the student music lies 
not much observing the number and variety 
the rhythmical formulae, noting the meth- 
ods, which composers have established their 
rhythms. these latter that the vitality 
rhythm determined. these, the rhythmic sen- 
person recognizes the genius. Professor 
Dickinson says: “Composers who have pushed the 
art music onward, have done enlarging 
the sources rhythm, and producing works which 
were beyond the ability most their contempo- 
raries grasp with intelligent satisfaction.” Just 
how that enlargment comes about readjustment, 
substituting the elusive for the obvious, the indi- 
rect for the direct, the complex for the simple when 
occasion permits, essential understanding 
the progress music. 


The question rhythm music bound 
with that form. There can form without 
rhythm, and the stronger the innate rhythmical 
sense the composer, the freer will his form be- 
come. That say, the rhythmical repetition 
accents, periods, etc., instead being precise copies 
each other, will exhibit marked variations, while 
still preserving rhythmic balance. The superiority 
folk music the matter rhythm, due 
the natural rhythmic instinct which common 
all men. The sense rhythm arises from the gen- 
eral appetite for exercise, and the desire for exer- 
cise; according Herbert Spencer, “the sur- 
plus vigour more highly evolved organisms, ex- 
ceeding what required for immediate needs, 
which play all kinds takes its rise, manifesting 
itself way imitation repetition all those 
efforts and exertions which were essential the 
maintenance life.” 


The fundamental principle rhythm, the making 
succession sounds comprehensible the human un- 
derstanding. This refers not only musical sounds, but 
sound every kind. The regular irregular tramp 
footstep causes recognize that some one 
opproaching before see him. The orator drives home 
the points his argument carefully measured sen- 
tences. The poet charms the regular flow his 
cadences. The poetry motion the physical realization 
rhythm, which common the sonorous arts and 
the art movement exhibited dancing. music, 
get more variety and more complexity rhythm than 
any other art. “Poetry has parallel this respect 
compare with Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony with 
the music “Tristan and The over- 
lapping rhythms any serious extent impossible 
anything but music. 


Rhythm the life and soul music. This being the 
case, the future the art depends upon the development 
rhythm, and the increasing mastery and subtlety with 
which composers shall employ it. the art music 
progress, and must either this recede, 
nothing earth permanent, the development its 
rhythmical possibilities will least equal importance 
with that harmony and melody, and will open new 
paths for the composer’s ingenuity. Modern composers 
are awakening this fact, and the student will find fre- 
quent traces thereof, from Brahms down the present 
day. The teaching rhythm until very recently, has 


been somewhat neglected, and therefore find that the 
sense rhythm many students has not been developed 
the same measure their musical and 
technique.

Like any other picture, has its color- 
ing, its lights and its shadows, massing effects here, 
softening its points there, with its foreground and 
its background, yet the whole breathing the same 
organic inspiration. must not look for al- 
legory every passage, symbol every line, 
mystery every syllable, hidden meaning 
every image. While detail and incidents 
serve the purpose the main idea, illustrate and 
embellish the action and development the argu- 
ment, they are not taken for the essence 
the movement nor emphasized microscopic 
magnitude.” (pages 16, 17.)

Drifting With The Current. 


Between life school and 
the great world out- 
there are some very 
differences. Catholic 
school life sheltered, or- 
derly, moved and motived 
the spirit Christ. Life 
different 
with 
term implies, 
against enemies 
within and without, dis- 
more intense and insistent than any other age ever 
knew. The child who leaves school, become 
man woman instant, must have been care- 
fully prepared indeed and strongly fortified 
she continue harmoniously the development 
begun school. this process preparation and 
fortifying has not been thoroughly done, then 
one way another the world and the flesh and the 
devil will have their way and the good influence 
school will melt under their converging heat and 
flame. 

train the child for life must therefore 
principal aim for every Catholic teacher. Not alone 
the getting lessons the passing examina- 
tions, the accumulation credits, the chief 
purpose school. These things are inevitable and 
will accomplished any event any school 
nowadays. But character training preparation 
for life and difficult thing and may 
easily slip notice the midst other pre- 
occupations. The most devoted teacher, unless 
forever vigilant upon this point, may 
doing less than necessary shape and strengthen 
the resistance the child future temptations, 
build and confirm his personal firmness re- 
solve well the face temptation. 

know with much clearness just what sort 
society, what conditions temptation, distraction, 
preoccupation, worldliness, vulgar and evil amuse- 
ments, bad reading, dubious association, await the 
majority our pupils the door the school. 
notably more difficult for youth keep itself 
free from contaminations one sort the other 
than was the last generation. Manners seem 
have changed for the worse. The relations the 
sexes are free fault. Laxity customs and 
fashions has swung the reach the pendulum. 
With all this there are compensations course, but 
the fact remains that temptations are more fre- 
quent and acute than they were thirty years ago. 
need cultivate then, even stronger fiber 
moral resolution our graduates keep them safe 
such environments and enable them carry out 
real life the principles and teachings gave 
them while school. 

will well consider this connection 
whether our present method training leaves any- 
thing desired the way fortifying our 
pupils against one the greatest temptations 
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which they will meet after life. refer the 
temptation yield what call human respect. 
school public opinion, human respect, flow the 
right direction. The influences brought bear 
upon the child the opinions and incitements 
others, urge for the most part towards goodness. 
The child feels the influence devoted teachers, 
expecting and desiring him studious, moral, 
The public opinion his little 
circle outraged any gross sin. has 
only drift with the current public opinion, 
follow the instinct human respect and all will 
well with him for the time being, because 
under many good influences. 

child, for seven years more school, 
grows used merely yielding public opinion 
and following human respect, if, besides, his natural 
character weak and easily influenced, 
never made cultivate sturdy will and power 
resisting human respect when turns the 
wrong direction, may there not danger this 
mode training? May there not peril that the 
same passive acquiesence which guided him aright 
during school may sweep him onto the reefs evil- 
doing when has left school and finds that same 
current the influence and opinion those about 
him turned the direction worldliness and evil? 

While the stream flows placid and fair between 
sunny banks and safe and pleasant places, the 
oarsman may yield the current and carried 
without labor. But unless some previous exercise 
has taught him ply sturdy oar when the rapids 
threaten and the stream grows wild, will 
carried onto the rocks and dashed over the falls 
the same strong current which bore him pleas- 
antly through the upper reaches the stream. 

should prepare, therefore, for our pupils, de- 
liberate exercises the contempt human respect 
when becomes obstacle well-doing, per- 
sonal choice, initiative and self-sacrifice. ex- 
ercises must suited the capacity the student, 
must fit well with the exercises school. They 
must have some quality persistence, they will 
have little effect forming character. They must 
not impose too great burden the teacher, 
they will not fit with the other severe demands 
school life. 

Rightly understood and properly organized, the 
Sodality the Blessed Virgin, affiliated with that 
the Roman College, offers means training 
this regard which extraordinarily effective. Did 
our earnest and hard-working Catholic teachers 
realize fully what possibilities are inherent this 
society they would utilize far greater effect 
for the foundation character. present, far 
know, rather the exception find such 
Sodality the primary schools developed its 
full efficacy for character training. 

The usual activities school are characterized 
necessity strict discipline and exact regulation. 
These, their nature, not tend cultivate ini- 
tiative nor personal autonomy. they are sub- 
mitted active and willing spirit, they 
strengthen the character. bowed passive 
acquiescence, they rather form habit submis- 
sion than active effort. Hence child natu- 
rally weak character, becoming used submit 
discipline passively, not trained thereby for active 
resistance evil influences afterwards nor the 
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carrying out personal resolves against the 
temptations and distractions after life. 

But Sodality the wise director will find the 
widest opportunity cultivate precisely these ele- 
ments character. There, the pupils may safely 
given wide range for whatever originality 
disposition, initiative, capacity, they may possess. 
They can allowed carry little enterprises 
“on their own,’ ’as the phrase is, without danger 
the ordinary discipline regular order school. 
The Sodality with its sections, each busy with 
different department activity, may real 
training school for the spirit initiative and per- 
sonal effort. may tried 
without any harm being done. The students may 
given charge small activities and allowed 
succeed fail their efforts determine without 
any bad results either themselves the school. 


Add this that the very undertaking and carry- 
ing out such activities, itself, effective 
training going against the current and acting 
despite human respect. come forward and 
volunteer for some particular devotion good 
work always involves certain conquest false 
shame, certain resistance false diffidence. 
real exercise initiative and decision. gives 
the pupil opportunity for quite spontaneous 
choice between offered activities. brings into 
school life whole series choices, resistances; 
perseverances, quite disassociated from class and 
daily discipline. other words real training 
for after life and introduces into the period 
training many the problems, conditions, diffi- 
culties, even which the future man woman will 
meet beyond the doors school. 

Clearly easy matter organize such 
Sodality, make not merely devotional exer- 
cise but true organization, where devotion the 
Blessed Virgin used means for cultivating 
real interior spirit, life-long fervor Catholicity 
such sort will spontaneously overflow 
good works. Any organization requires effort for 
its continuance, but get children while school 
take real and personal interest definite good 
works, make them show initiative and persever- 
ance, leave them certain degree freedom and 
choice and responsibility, while the same time, 
directing them need arises, all this especially 
difficult. Only the extraordinary need some such 
element our training, and the great results which 
will come afterwards can nerve the Sodality director 
such effort. 

easy enough assemble the children once 
week once month for devotions, but dif- 
ficult organize them into sections, one for the 
help the Missions, another gather and dis- 
tribute Catholic magazines and papers for the city 
institutions, another promote good reading, 
whose members pledge themselves read each 
month pious book, another, the section Our 
Lady’s Messenger, run errands for the Sisters 
and the pastor, another, promote the work the 
Knights and Handmaids the Blessed Sacrament. 
Any all these sections directly train their 
members personal effort, self-sacrifice, and the 
disregard human respect far this runs coun- 
ter pious effort. other words the children 
learn through small exercises row against the 
current selfishness, human respect, sloth and all 
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the other natural tendencies which after life would 
encourage and which make havoc the teachings 
and principles school life. 

Besides, there are always, any group chil- 
dren, some who nature are fitted for leadership, 
have some capacity for direction and need training 
and responsibility develop these admirable 
gifts. The ordinary routine class gives some 
opportunity for this training, but Sodality work 
have conceived it, endlessly richer such 
chances. The mere fact that Sodality work spon- 
taneous, done outside school, has resemblance 
the sort work which lay folk can after- 
wards, makes very effective means introduce 
the child the same kind though not the same de- 
gree effort which will offered afterward 
the ranks the little thought 
will enable any teacher experience develop this 
consideration the practical worth Sodality 
work preparation for after life and training 
rowing against the current human respect, and 
selfishness and worldliness.

the Sodality exists where goes live, then 
can help build and complete its organiza- 
tion. not yet found there, can suggest and 
aid its establishment. 

have alluded already the lack continuity 
now complained our system, reason 
which pupil who leaves school thrown into life 
without any further organic connection between his 
present life the world, different and diffi- 
cult, and his former life school, ordered and 
comparison easy. School, with its good influ- 
ences seems once fall far behind and the 
distance. new set duties, responsibilities, in- 
terests enter the young life and with them come 
likewise new series distractions, temptations, 
allurements, which tend obscure and blur the 
training received school 

should keep strong, effective hold upon our 
pupils just the time when they are quitting 
school and going out into the whirl life. With 
well-organized Sodalities the schools themselves, 
can train the pupils loyalty, character, the 


perseverance, the habit rowing stoutly 


against the current. can impress upon them 
that “once Sodalist, always Sodalist,” that they 
have entered while school lifelong chivalry 
devotion and honor the Blessed Virgin. Then, 
means well-organized Sodalities the par- 
ishes, can take hold our new graduates, intro- 
duce them life, keep them training for resist- 
ing human respect and conquering worldliness 
and save many who now fall prey the world, 
the flesh, and the devil and lose the precious fruit 
their Catholic education.

The Passion Play, which presented each lenten season 
Union Hall, J., was founded the year 1915 
the Rev. Grieff, who, since February, 1884, Rector 
Holy Family Church said town. 

Shortly after the World war broke out, Father 
believed the time opportune for the establishment 
permanent Passion Play North America because there 
was longing for something lasting Passion Play 
dramas. was essential, therefore, get play that 
would received the public the American expres- 
sion reverential portrayal the sufferings the Son 
God. were stage real Passion Play, must 
wholly and exclusively such; intermingling un- 
written, not gospel matter, flights imagina- 
tion, but the truth narrated the Holy Apostles, and 
presenting the speaking figure our Lord. And the 
Oberammergau the American continent, this Passion 
Play produced the spacious Passion Play auditorium 

Passion Plays have for centuries appeared varied 
forms many parts the world. The subject has had 
wonderful fascination for all races. has intrigued the 
fancy and stirred the imagination men genius, and 
carried irresistible appeal persons the humbler 
walks life. the middle ages there were rude repre- 
sentations dramatic form religious plays. They were 
variously named, Miracle, Morality and Mystery plays. 
From the 12th century when mystery plays were founded, 
the present time the subject the Passion our Lord 
has been theme that cast spell men and women 
endowed with exceptional mental and spiritual power, and 
the plays they produced they gave expression the 
thoughts that stirred their souls. 

The most famous European Passion Plays that 
presented every ten years Oberammergau, Batavia. 
1633 plague broke out this mountain village which 
caused much desolation. such distress, the pious peas- 
ants made solemn vow perform every ten years 
play representing the Passion Christ, delivered from 
the terrible plague. “The Man Sorrows” heard their 
prayers—the plague disappeared—the Oberammergauer 
lived their vow—and produced every ten years 
Passion Play which famous the world over. 

Union Hill, the state New Jersey, the United 
States America, has produced similar play, right 
the gate New York City. The tenth consecutive season 
being now hand. this “The Passion Play,” you will 
see the most complete and remarkable spectacle ever 
staged this country. not miracle, morality 
mystery play, but based its entirety the gospels 
narrated the Holy Apostles. The sacred text 
closely followed from beginning end, and the wonderful 
story unfolds itself with dramatic and soul-stirring force 
the awful climax Calvary. Here, and here only, 
you see the Lord and Saviour mankind presented 
living, visible, audible personality; the supreme figure 
the divine tragedy. the Son the living God 
speaks and you hear Him; moves and you see Him; 
frowns, and you understand the meaning; gesticulates, and 
understood. never lost view. You see Him 
the Mount Olives; before the high priests Judea; 
the court the Roman magistrate, Pilate; the throne 
Herod; entering into Jerusalem the day everafter 
known Palm Sunday; meeting Judas the Holy Table. 
this spoken tragedy you see Him carrying the Cross 
Calvary; accepting the pious comfort the woman, 
Veronica; meeting His Holy Mother; stretching His

There are over 100 people the cast, and over 200 peo- 
ple are’ necessary participate the production, and not 
one the players professional actor. All the play- 
ers are members the Church the Holy Family 
Union Hill, and are trained for their various parts under 
the personal direction the Rev. Heimbuch, who 
the official coach since 1919. The stage settings are the 
last word colorful beauty, faithful duplication the 
actual scenes where the plat laid. The gorgeous cos- 
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tumes are historically and sartorically correct, and each 
true representation the character whose part por- 
trayed. This rich collection costumes, enlarged and im- 
proved year year, the work the good ladies 
the parish, the creation which they have every reason 
proud of. The beautiful lighting effects under the 
direction Mr. Fred Asles, and the impressive music 
under the leadership Mr. Fred Voelpel, tend impart 
atmosphere peace and reverence, and add much 
the beauty the various scenes. 

The play was written the Rev. Emile Juville, Ph.D., 
former assistant the Church the Holy Family.

Simplification Educational Progress 

During late meeting Ohio’s 
Public School Teachers, The Ohio 
State Journal printed 
and sane editorial, which give 
full. speaks for itself: 

“There great disposition, even 
among our public school educators, 
confuse expansions the educational 
program with educational progress. 
Expansion often means mere scatter- 
ing; progress means going ahead. Too 
many subjects are undertaken the 
public schools, with the inevitable re- 
sult that the few simple essentials are 
not taught learned well they 
might be. 

“It not the mission the public 
school attempt teach the child 
earn livelihood some specific 
way. The importance vocational 
training much overestimated and 
estimated from wrong premise. 
the object vocational training 
teach the student trade, has 
place the public school. Its only 
rightful claim place the public 
school curriculum that may inter- 
est the pupil and quicken his imagina- 
tion better purpose than similar 
amount instruction more strict- 
educational subject would. ‘The 
mission the public school give 
the child good grounding few 
simple, rudimentary subjects but most 
make him aspire, awaken 
his ambition learn, encourage 
his own spirit reach out and up. 
That requires contact with the teach- 
er’s personality, which the most 
important aid education. But the 
tendency suppress the teacher’s 
personality, curb her originality, 
tie her with red tape and over- 
burden her with duties which rightly 
belong the home. Real educational 
progress, like real governmental 
progress, should along the line 
simplification.

dience business men, one the 
most noted public speakers the 
United States few years ago assert- 
that certain commodity had un- 
dergone decline price more 
than one hundred and fifty per cent.

Very appropriately has been said that virtue 
safe that not enthusiastic. Behind all morality, 
not give way the first serious onslaught must lie 
reserves enthusiasm and inspiration. calcu- 
lating virtue has chances surviving. calm and 
sober virtue unconceivable; virtue must touched with 
the glow emotion; must instinct with the dynamic 
religious passion. Nothing well calculated 
arouse this essential moral enthusiasm and impart this 
high inspiration the moral ideals set forth the Bib- 
lical narratives. More than anything else they are capa- 
ble kindling the heart undying fire moral fervor 
and suffusing the soul with warm and lasting glow 
virtuous passion. “The biblical narratives,” says Car- 
dinal Faulhaber, “still live coals from the altar God, 
even till now have retained their power set fire the 
souls men; the hearts the children will set aglow 
this divine flame, the Catechist allows his own soul 
warmed its mild radiance.”

What need are not pale and 
ineffectual descriptions virtue, but living and entranc- 
ing incarnations. other words, the child must have 
placed before not ideas, but ideals; should taught 
not much precepts examples. There lies 
the secret success. But where will find noble- 
and more inspiring examples virtue than the Bible? 
there anything the whole range historical litera- 
ture that could equal those magnificent figures heroic 
proportions that shine forth from the pages the Sacred 
Text? there any virtue that not most aptly and 
sirikingly exemplified some familiar biblical character? 
Accordingly, for religious training its practical aspects 
the Bible indispensable. The following passage con-

They burn themselves into the mem- 
ory. later life they will flash danger signals 
whenever one tempted deviate from the path 
moral rectitude. suasive well deterrent power 
the Holy Text abounds. puts behind morality motive 
power unusual and irresistible strength. 
charged with moral energy. The above mentioned au- 
thors write: “The efficacy the word Holy Writ 
may compared the Sacramentals: has power 
and unction superior any book piety. Scriptural 
anguage imparts peculiar unction the discourse both 
preaching and catechization. Experience testifies that 
the stimulating grace the Holy Ghost bound with 
particular manner. Its narrations abound plain 
and vivid characterizations; they are simple and unaf- 
fected, and hence well calculated win the heart. Its 
great examples virtue appeal strongly the hearts 
children: Samuel, Tobias.

The most important thing about moral education that 
adequate motivation. not enough know what 
good nor sufficient appreciate the entrancing 
beauty virtue. There must impelling force that 
makes embrace virtue preference vice and choose 
the good rather than the bad. must feel our hearts 
overwhelming attraction for the good. that not 
the case will never succeed getting beyond es- 
thetic interest virtue and righteousness. motives 
none are more impelling than those referred the 
Bible. The Bible makes virtue infinitely attractive the 
great rewards which promises and which depicts 
the most graphical manner. makes evil repellent 
the realistic description its inherent meanness and 
ness and still more the drastic punishments that over- 
take the Whoever reads attentive the Holy 
Scriptures will inspired with love virtue and 
salutary fear evil. The telling the story the 
childhood Jesus will more make children obe- 
dient and respectful their parents than any amount 
abstract exhortation. Tobias stands out the shin- 
ing example filial devotion. Nothing more than 
telling these beautiful stories necessary make 
children love virtue and strive after it. Motives are 
the foundations upon which morality rests. The stronger 
the motives the more capable resistance morality. 
this appears that the Bible contributes much 
towards the reinforcement morality, because offers 
such abundance powerful and compelling motives. 
moral education, therefore, cannot without the 
Bible. The teacher ought rejoice that has his 
disposal such effective instrument motivation. 
may approach the subject from another angle. The im- 
portance ideais education universally admitted. 
Ideals are forces that pull upwards. They are spurs 
that will not allow rest until have reached the 
goal. choose low ideals will never rise 
high morality. give the child high ideals 
and succeed making them vivid and concrete 
have started its footsteps the road moral im- 
provement. The formation the right kind ideals 
paramount importance for the outcome our educa- 
tional work. The child very susceptible ideals, be- 
cause its imagination active and its enthusiasm fresh.
